Playgoers  who  were  curious  as  to 
the  fortune  which  presumably  was 
lost  on  the  B.  Y.  U.  campus  of  late, 
found  out  after  a search  through  an 
intricate  and  laughable  plot  that  the 
real  fortune  lay  in  the  play  itself, 
“The  Fortune  Hunter.”  Seldom  has  a 
more  ingenuous  and  rib-tickling 
novelty  been  played  on  the  College 
Hall  stage  before  as  scant  an  audience 
as  was  present  at  the  first  presentation 
of  the  department’s  first  play  of  the 
season. 

First  there  was  the  characterization. 
Old  men,  young  men,  funny  men,  men 
with  high  voices,  men  with  low  voices, 
women  who  didn’t  need  any  voices, 
nearly  all  the  twenty  roles  were 
character  parts  and  showed  careful 
preparation  and  easy  delineation.  Kent 
Johnson  and  Wilma  Hansen,  in  the 
leading  roles  each  did  an  excellent 
piece  of  juvenile  role  acting,  exhibit- 
ing fine  stage  presence  and  voice 
technique.  Frank  Whiting,  playing 
the  character  heavy,  was  outstanding 
in  his  characterization  and  possessed 
the  sympathy  of  the  audience 
throughout  in  his  portrayal  of  the 
lovable  old  inventor  who,  in  the  terms 
of  Nat  Duncan,  “just  didn’t  know 
how  to  make  money.” 

Country  Hick  Parts  Well  played 

Walt  Daniels  and  Raymond  Peter- 
son playing  the  two  old  “spit  and 
whittle  club”  members  as  well 
Claude  Snow  in  the  role  of  the 
courtry  hick  did  some  convincing 
character  work,  within  the  confines  of 
Sam  Gramham’s  old  drug  store 
which,  like  Cinderella,  blossomed  forth 
under  the  guiding  business  hand  of 
friend  Nat.  Roland  Barnett,  played 
by  Archie  Williams,  was  the  typical 
ismall  town  dude,  with  his  eye  on 
papa-in-law’s  purse  strings,  and  an 
ear  to  the  keyhole.  This  part  was 
smoothly  and  earnestly  done.  Fred 
Miner  demonstrated  the  value  of  re- 
istraint  in  acting  in  his  portrayal  of 
the  part  of  Mr.  Sperry.  Sherrif  Pete, 
who  could  lick  anybody  in  town  but 
his  wife,  was  well  played  by  Lynn 
Broadbent.  Blinky  Lockwood  lived 
in  the  person  of  Elmer  Peterson.

Academy  of  Sciences  will  be  held  at 
the  Utah  Agricultural  College 
Logan,  Utah,  on  November  8 and 
The  Academy  was  organized  April

of  science.  Its  work  is  carried  on  by 
correspondence,  committees,  research 
papers,  addresses  and  discussions 
general  meetings,  and  by  the  publica- 
tion of  summaries  of  papers  and  dis 
cussions.

Librarian  Points  Out 
Proper  Guidance  For 
Book  Borrowing 

If  the  library  is  to  be  the  heart  of 
the  school  then  all  students  must  be 
good  citizens.  That  means  respecting 
the  rights  of  others  and  making  it  a 
good  place  to  study.  In  order  to  carry 
on  successfully,  it  is  necessary  to  have 

few  rules  and  regulations  to  govern 
the  use  of  books. 

All  books  not  on  the  reserved  list 
may  be  drawn  out  for  two  weeks 
after  which  time  they  are  considered 
delinquent,  unless  renewed.  They 
may  be  renewed  for  two  weeks,  unles: 
they  have  been  called  for  in  the  mean- 
time. Certain  books  are  always  re 
quired  for  definite  class  assignments 
and  these  are  placed  on  shelves  back 
of  the  charging  desk.  They  are  tc 
be  used  in  the  library  between  the 
hours  of  9:30  a.  m.  and  5:30  p.  m.,  at 
which  time  they  may  be  taken  for 
home  use,  to  be  returned  at  9:30  the 
following  morning.  Books  kept  out 
after  9:30  are  subject  to  a delinquent 
fee.  Any  student  who  is  delinquent 
three  times  loses  his  home  use  privil- 
ege until  a fine  of  fifty  cents  is  paid 
Continued  delinquency  may  result  in 
withdrawal  of  all  home  use  privileges 
Pink  cards  are  used  for  reserved  books 
distinguish  them  from  two-week 
books. 

There  are  some  reference  books, 
such  as  the  Reader’s  Guide,  which  are 
constant  use.  One  of  the  large 
volumes  represents  an  expenditure  of 
$100,  yet  we  mark  them  up  with  ink, 
leave  them  open  on  the  table,  and  use 
them  as  resting  places  for  our  arms. 
The  dictionaries  get  similar  treatment. 
If  students  were  obliged  to  purchase 
all  the  books  they  used  there  would 
be  possibly  fewer  used  but  more  care 
shown. 

The  books  in  the  reading  room  are 
mostly  reference  books  and  should  not 
be  taken  from  the  room.

DENVER,  Colo.,  Nov.  7,  1929 — 
Colorado  Women’s  College,  pioneer  in 
the  field  of  education  for  women 
the  Rocky  Mountain  region,  will  start 
campaign  the  first  of  November 
to  tell  high  school  girls  of  Colorado, 
Wyoming,  Utah,  and  New  Mexico  of 
its  purpose,  ideals,  traditions  and 
opportunities. 

This  work  will  be  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Miss  Nora  Lee  Dodd,  newly 
appointed  field  secretary  of  the  Col- 
lege. She  will  stress  the  fact  that  the 
Women’s  College  in  no  way  conflicts 
with  the  great  co-educational  insti 
tutions  of  the  region.  While  every 
one  of  the  eastern  states  have  from 
two  to  forty  high-grade,  accredited 
colleges  for  girls.  Colorado  Woman’s 
College  is  the  only  institution  of  its 
kind  in  the  fifteen  Rocky  Mountain 
states. 

Miss  Dodd  comes  here  from  Sim- 
mons University  at  Abilene,  Texas 
where  she  was  hostess  for  two  years. 
She  is  a graduate  of  Middle  Tennes- 
see Normal  and  Peabody  College  of 
Nashville.  Miss  Dodd  also  taught 
two  years  in  Alabama  high  schools

Kiefer  Sauls  Gives  Interesting 
And  Humorous  Sidelights 
of  Russian  Travel 


Says  Travel  Was  Highly  Enter- 
taining But  Beset  With 
Some  Hardships  — 

Meets  Alumni 


President  F.  S.  Harris  as  the 
principle  speaker  of  the  assembly 
exercises  Wednesday  morning  report- 
ed some  of  the  high  points  of  his  re- 
cent trip  to  the  far  east  at  the  head 
of  a Jewish  colonization  commission. 

Following  his  talk  Keifer  Sauls, 
who  was  his  secretary  on  the  trip  as 
well  as  here  in  the  institution,  spoke 
briefly  of  some  of  the  interesting  and 
humorous  experiences  of  the  commis- 
sion and  also  explained  the  govern- 
ment and  political  situation  in  Russia 
at  the  present  time. 

According  to  President  Harris,  the 
population  of  Russia  represents  about 
one  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
nationalities.  Before  the  war  the 
Jews  were  despised  and  given  almost 
no  governmental  consideration.  The 
government  which  came  into  power 
thru  the  revolution  has  adopted  the 
policy  of  recognizing  the  minorities 
and  considering  their  rights.  In  ac- 
cordance with  this  attitude  a tract  of 
ten  millions  acres  in  Siberia  has  been 
appropriated  as  a place  of  Jewish 
colonization.  It  was  to  investigate 
the  suitability  of  this  section  and 
study  Jewish  conditions  that  the  com- 
mission was  sent  by  the  Icor,  an  as- 
sociation for  the  purpose  of  colonizing 
Russia. 

Delegations  Meet  Commission 

President  Harris  stated  that  their 
commission  was  very  much  appreciat- 
ed wherever  they  went.  They  were 
met  by  delegations  at  nearly  every 
stop,  they  were  in  conference  with 
the  highest  officials,  at  banquets  or 
meeting,  or  provided  with  the  best  en- 
tertainment available  every  night. 
While  guests  of  the  Russian  Govern- 
ment, they  were  given  the  best  of 
every  thing. 

They  crossed  the  tract  of  land  under 
question  in  Siberia  in  the  private  car 
of  the  president  of  the  railroad.  With 
the  train  as  a base  they  made  trips 
inland  by  horse,  wagon,  or  boat,  in 
order  to  become  thoroughly  acquaint- 
ed with  the  section. 

They  traveled  down  the  Amoor 
river  between  China  and  Manchuria 
while  these  two  countries  were  at 
war,  in  spite  of  the  fighting  going  on 
all  around  them,  were  allowed  to 
travel  when  and  where  they  wished. 

An  interesting  side  trip  to  Vladivos- 
tok to  study  the  rice  culture  and  the

Four  chemistry  students  expect  to 
take  out  master  degrees  this  Spring 
from  the  Brigham  Young  University. 
They  are,  Delbert  Greenwood,  Lorin 
Bryner,  Soren  Ross,  and  Myron  Jor- 
gensen. The  subjects  on  which  they

Wherever  they  stopped  in  the  U. 
S.,  Europe,  and  Asia,  they  met  the

In  order  to  do  this  the  Cougars  will 
have  to  win  from  both  the  Teachers 
and  Wyoming  who  play  here  on  Nov- 
ember 23.  This  is  no  small  assign- 
ment, since  the  Teachers  have  lost 
but  one  game  and  is  now  tied  with 
several  other  teams  in  the  conference 
for  second  place.
